Selectmen consider tax benefit 


By Don Staruk 

Selectmen asked Town Manager Buzz 
Stapezynski Monday night to look into a 
state law that could allow residents to 
deduct the portion of their water and sewer 
bills that pays the debt service for capital 
expenditures. 

The change could mean a savings of $80 to 
$100 annually to homeowners who itemize 
on their tax returns, according to Christine 
Holmes, of 14 Whispering Pines, who 
brought the issue to the attention of select- 
men, Prior to Monday’s meeting, Ms. 


Holmes said that the law was passed last 
summer as part of the state budget. 

Water and sewer bills are not tax 
deductible. This Jaw allows the portion of 
those bills that pays the debt service for cap- 
ital improvements to the water and sewer 
services to be deducted, To qualify, the 
Board of Selectmen must vote to adopt this 
policy. 

In Andover, water and sewer services are 
set up so that the services are self sufficient, 
which means revenue from the bills pays for

Proposed septic code 
changes could cost plenty

Proposed changes to the state 
septic codes could cost some res- 
idents thousands of dollars or, 
in worst-case scenarios, make 
buildable lots unbuildable, or 
even cause homes with working 
septic systems to be condemned, 
according to Everett Penney, 
Andover *s health director. 

“The new code requires all 
cesspools to be removed within 
three years of the effective date 
of the regulations, functioning 
or not functioning, efficacious 
or not efficacious, good or bad,” 
said Mr. Penney. 

The codes also double from 50 
feet to 100 feet the distance that 
must be between septic system 
leaching fields and the tributary 
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functioning or not 
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waters to the town’s drinking 
water supply. 

A large number of Andover’s 
approximately 7,000 homes have 
septic systems.

has been indicted

Kenneth Testa, the man whose 
alleged crime spree included at 
least seven alleged incidents in 
Andover, continues to be held in 
jail on $100,000 bail. 

“T think we have a strong case 
and I'll leave it at that,” said 
Steve O’Connell, of the district 
attorney’s office in Salem, Mass. 

Mr. Testa was indicted on 
Nov. 24 for four counts of 
unarmed burglary, two attempt- 
ed burglaries, and larceny of a 
motor vehicle, offenses he 
allegedly committed in Andover 
on Sept. 13. 

To date he has been indicted 
on 46 charges, alleged to have 
occurred in Andover, Marble- 
head and Salem. Mr. Testa is a 
former Salem-area resident. 

On Oct. 14, Mr. Testa was 
arraigned on numerous charges 
in front of Judge Isaac Boren- 
stein, who ordered him held on 
$100,000 bail. His next scheduled 
date is Jan. 18 for an exchange of 
information at a discovery con- 


ference. He had a pretrial confer- 
ence scheduled for Nov. 17. 

According to information pro- 
vided by Mr. O’Connell, Mr. Tes- 
ta was indicted on Oct. 13 for two 
counts of unarmed robbery, two 
attempted unarmed burglaries, 
armed burglary, assault on an 
occupant, and unarmed bur- 
glary, all alleged to have 
occurred in Marblehead. 

He‘was also indicted Oct. 13 
for five unarmed burglaries, 
larceny of a motor vehicle and 
breaking and entering, all 
alleged to have occurred in 
Salem. 

On Oct. 27, he was indicted on 
16 new counts of unarmed bur- 
glary, two counts of attempted 
burglary, two counts of larceny 
of a motor vehicle, and one count 
of breaking and entering, all 
alleged to have occurred in Mar- 
blehead. 


He was also indicted on Nov.’ 


24 for four counts of unarmed 
burglary alleged to have 
occurred in Marblehead.

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Decision looming on youth services coordinator

Andover’s new youth service 
coordinator may be selected as 
early as tomorrow, Friday, Dec. 
10, according to sources involved 
in the selection process. 

But Town Manager Buzz 
Stapezynski, the person ulti- 
mately responsible for the deci 
sion, said he will interview the 
person he has been told is the 
interview committee’s first 
choice this week. He said he 
expects to make the decision 
next week. The position pays 
between $26,464 and $32,504, 
depending on experience. 

“It’s in the process and we're 
getting close here,” said Ruby 
Easton, head of the counseling 
department at Andover High 
School and a member of the 
interview committee that looked 
at the top five candidates and 
determined their first, second 
and third choice. 

“We chose candidates one, two 
and three,” said Brenda O’Brien, 
health education coordinator for 
the schools and another member 
of the interviewing committee. 
“Now it’s up to the town manag- 
er, 


“Sometimes it takes a week or 


two to make a decision,” said Mr. 
Stapezynski. “I’m notoriously 
slow,” in part to assure that 
everything goes smoothly.

viewed by the town manager. 
Sometimes he interviews more 
than one person,” said Candace 
Hall, personnel director. “The 
very earliest he will have a deci- 
sion would be Friday.” 

The town manager reserves 
the right to interview as many of 
the applicants as he sees fit. 

Thirty-three people applied 
for the position of youth service 
coordinator between Nov. 17 and 
the Nov. 29 deadline and the top 
five candidates for the position 
were chosen by screening com- 
mittees, according to Ms. 
O’Brien. The interview commit- 
tee then looked at five people and 
chose first, second and third 
choice for the town’s new youth 
service coordinator. 

Those involved in the process 
did not wish to release the names 
of the top candidates. However, 
Mr. Stapezynski said that it was 
“one gentleman” who he would 
be interviewing this week. 

“They are all local. Not neces- 
sarily Andover residents, but 
knowledgeable of our communi- 
ty because they’ve done work 
nearby,” said Ms. O’Brien. 
“They're excellent people.” 

“T think this person can relate 
to the student and will relate 
well to the community,” said 
David Charland, student chair- 
man of the Youth Council and a 
member of interviewing commit- 
tee. “They have a great knowl-

edge about the job, what it will entail and the 
hours they will put in.” 

The personnel department said minimum 
qualifications for the position included a 
bachelor’s degree in human services or a 
related field and two years experience in a 
youth service-related program. 

The successful applicant would also need 
a working knowledge of available programs 
and resources for teens and be able to assist 
adolescents in finding needed programs. He 
or she would be able to interact positively 
with young adults, involve them in activi- 
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ties, and create new programs. 

“This is like a dream come true,” said Ms. 
O'Brien. “This one could be a really signifi- 
cant piece.” 

David Charland said that the council was 
looking forward to working with the coordi- 
nator once the person was named. 

“We'll see what he or she does and take it 
from there,” he said. 

He said there had been talk of possibly 
having a night at the High School to intro- 
duce the new coordinator to students and to 
the community.

_ On his best days, the ideal days, it is frigid 
outside, and there is a clear wind-chill factor.

but it’s also very rewarding,’ Mr. Munter 
says of the ice he carves. “It’s not opaque; it’s 
clear.” That means he can work a great deal 
with light and how it reflects off and travels 
through his works. 

“But I’ve never really made a living off 
art, so to speak,” he says. 


The only other art work he has done, oth- 
er than when he was a child, he says, are the 
show pieces of food he creates as a chef. 

The waving Santa that Mr. Munter creat- 
ed Friday in Andover center was made from 
15 44-by-11-by-22-inch blocks of ice, weighing 
approximately 300 pounds each. He started 
unloading the ice blocks around 11 a.m. and 
didn’t finish his fine cutting until 8 p.m. 


The first step in Mr. Munter’s Santa pro- 
cess was to make a blueprint on engineering 
paper to determine the best way to locate all 
the ice blocks. He then did what he calls the 
masonry work, which is stacking the blocks 
and pushing them as close together as possi- 
ble so that the light will pass through the 
sculpture properly. 


“In a lot of pieces the masonry work is 
more difficult than the actual carving,” says 
Mr. Munter. “It takes the most time. It’s very 
heavy, it’s all the lifting, it’s very unreward- 
ing (and) when you're finished blocking you 
haven't started.” 

Mr. Munter says he finished the masonry 
work on the Santa around 3 p.m. Then, he 
did his primary cuts with a chainsaw and 
then completed his fine cutting and detail 
work with various size chisels and an elec- 
tric router. 

Mr. Munter says he was pleased with the 
way the sculpture came out considering how 
warm it was Friday. Often, he does not even 
know what it is he is going to carve until just 
before he starts because he can never be sure 
what New England weather will bring. 

“That’s the thing about carving outside. 
You have to pay attention to temperature, to 
the sunlight, whether it’s going to rain or 
snow. There are a lot of different things,” he

he Parish of Christ Church will com- 
memorate the Advent season with a 
Service of Lessons and Carols for 
Advent this Sunday, Dec. 12, at 4 p.m.

The lesson for Advent are full of prophecy 
from Hebrew scripture. Christ Church's ecu- 
menical service draws from the books of 
Genesis, Isaiah, Micah and Zephaniah. As 
the readings progress to the actual birth of 
Jesus, two selections are taken from the 
gospels of Luke and Matthew. 

Advent hymns and carols, which reflect

“My guess is about 60-70 percent are 
on septic and 30-40 percent on (town) 
sewer,” Mr. Penney said. 

He does not yet have any figures on 
how many of those homes would be 
affected, but he guessed it would be a 
relatively small number. 

On-site waste water disposal sys- 
tems rank among the top four causes of 
river pollution in the state, according 
to the state Department of Environ- 
mental Protection. The last time DEP’s 
septic codes were updated was in 1978. 
Several years ago, DEP contracted a 
private engineering firm to upgrade 
the state septic codes, known as Title 
V, and released the new proposed regu- 
lations 10 months ago to elicit public 
feedback. The public comment period 
was to end Nov, 15, 1993, and the regu- 
lations were to go into effect Jan. 1, 
1994, but, due to opposition to the pro- 
posal, the public comment deadline 
was changed to next Wednesday, Dec. 
15, and no new date has been set for the 
regulations to go into effect. 

The proposed regulations have met 
opposition from developers, which was 
not unexpected, but also met opposi- 
tion from local code enforcers through- 
out the state, including Mr. Penney. 
The regulations include updates for 
improved technology, which is good, 
according to Mr. Penney, but some of 
the proposals in the new regulations 


like it to be pure white and that’s what 
the new Title 5 is trying to create,” Mr. 
Pustell said. 

Costs not considered 

The cost of replacing perfectly good 
septic systems was not considered, Mr. 
Penney said. 

Under the existing requirements, 
replacement of a septic system could 
cost from $2,000 to $10,000, Mr. Penney 
said. The range is due to the number of 
variables, such as ground-water levels 
and soil types. 

“Under the new regulations, some of 
them in fact would be unrepairable or 
unreplaceable, in which case a vari- 
ance would have to be issued or a 
house would have to be condemned, 
Mr. Penney said. “In the ones you can 
fix under the new code, my guess is 
you'd be talking $20,000 to $25,000 to 
replace or repair. So there’s plenty of 
justification for the opposition that’s 
come to this code.” 

The proposed regulations don’t 
allow for any “grandfathering.” Some 
previously buildable lots would not be 
buildable under the new codes. What 
the new codes do instead is allow up to 
a two-bedroom house to be built on the 
restricted lots if the house is built with- 
in the three years of the regulations 
being adopted. 

“What we’re scared to death of is 
that the regulations as proposed would 
do the same thing as the 21E law did in 
the area of hazardous waste,” Mr. Pen-

are unreasonable, he said. 

“The regulations that they’re 
proposing are overkill to the point of 
being ridiculous,” Mr. Penney said. 
“They didn’t change things that should 
be changed, and changed things that 
didn’t need to be changed. So there’s 
been a storm of protest.” 

Cesspools are already illegal for new 
construction under the existing state 
code. Rather than forcing all cesspools 
to be removed, working or not, “it 
might be better to leave them in place 
until they fail, and then replace them,” 
Mr, Penney said. 

The opposition to the new regula- 
tions has been uniform among develop- 
ers and local septic code enforcement 
officers and boards of health, Mr. Pen- 
ney said. Andover'’s Board of Health 
sent a letter urging DEP to rewrite the 
regulations and to then have another 
public comment period before the regu- 
lations are adopted. 

However, Bob Pustell, Conservation 
Commission chairman, said his com- 
mission has not taken a position on the 
new codes, and that he generally favors 
anything that strengthens the controls 
on septic systems and their effluent. 
Septic systems leak even when they 
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ney said. 

It will reduce property values of 
homes not in compliance and tie up 
properties, but here there are no envi- 
ronmental benefits, Mr. Penney said. 

The regulations create a whole new 
inspection and maintenance program, 
which is good because it would educate 
people about the need for regular main- 
tenance of septic systems, Mr. Penney 
said, but then they dump the program 
in the laps of local inspectors. The reg- 
ulations require health officers to get 
new certifications, as septic inspectors 
and site evaluators, but don’t provide 
funds for these people to go out and do 
that work. 

“T would have to hire an additional 
two to three staff people just to imple- 
ment the inspection and maintenance 
program that the state is proposing,” 
Mr. Penney said. 

Those inspections are now being 
done in the private sector, by contrac- 
tors and service companies, and Mr. 
Penney thinks there is a better way to 
educate people. 

No sound reasoning

the new codes are not supported by 
sound environmental reasoning and in 
fact would have little or no etfect:on the

Cesspools 

Cesspools are nothing more than 
tanks in the ground into which a 
home’s sewerage is drained. The 
tanks are sometimes made of cement, 
but are often no more than steel 
drums with holes poked in them for 
water to leach out, Cesspools have no 
facility for separation of solids from 
the sewage. 

Septic systems are outlawed for 
new construction in Andover.

eptic systems include a large tank, 
where solids settle to the bottom, and 


State law allows for towns to have 
their own septic codes, as long as they 
are stricter than the state code 
Andover did an extensive rewrite of its 
codes in 1980-1981 to adapt the codes to 
local conditions, specifically to protect 
Haggetts Pond, the town’s source of 
drinking water. 

“We have our own local septic code 
written by the Board of Health,” Mr. 
Penney said. “Because we have the 
fragile water resource, we have the jus- 
tification for local conditions, which 
require special regulations. Here, 
whatever runs off the surface of the 
ground ends up in the drinking sup- 
ply.” 

Andover’s septic code rewrite 
increased the required size of septic 
tanks and leaching fields, and 
increased the setback requirements. 

“Since 1980, we’ve monitored failure 
rates of septic systems. We’ve only had 
four systems that have failed,” Mr. 
Penney said. 

One requirement of the new codes is 
requiring thicker septic tank walls, 
according to Mr. Penney. 

“Systems aren’t failing because 
walls aren't thick enough. They’re fail- 
ing because they’re not big enough,” 
Mr. Penney said. 

Rather than spending all the money 
for engineering studies, the state could 
have just gone out and surveyed com- 
munities to find local regulations that 
are working, Mr. Penney said. There 
are communities that have made just a 
few changes to the state code and have 
had great success, like Andover, he 
said. 

Mr. Pustell said that there will 
always be a gray line as to how much 
leakage and effect on the environment 
is acceptable when compared to the 
economic costs of getting rid of it. 

“The current system needs improve- 
ment. Whether or not they’ve gone 
overboard, we don’t know,” Mr. Pustell 
said.

lighter particles rise to the surface, 
forming a layer of scum. Bacteria in 
the tank work to decompose the 
solids, but eventually they accumu- 
late and the tank needs to be pumped 
out. Andover officials recommend sep- 
tic tanks be pumped out every two 
years. 

The liquid portion of the sewage 
flows out of the tank into a leaching 
system of perforated pipes or trenches 
of stone, and filters through the sur- 
rounding soil. 

Septic systems typically last about 
12 years, according to national statis- 
tics. 


reason for the update now, according 
to Mr. Penney. 

Since the state allowed towns to 
adopt stricter codes, some towns have 
approved unreasonable codes with lit 
tle or no environmental justification 
simply to restrict construction, Mr. 
Penney said. Those regulations, some 
of which took the codes to ridiculous 
lengths, according to Mr. Penney, are 
part of the reason the DEP was looking 
to update the state laws. Others local 
codes, like Andover’s, have good envi- 
ronmental reasons for them, Mr. Pen- 
ney said. 

Andover was sued for $3 million by 
three developers after it changed the 
septic codes in 1980. 

“We won that suit and it was seen as 
a precedent for the state” in as far as it 
upheld the right to local code enforce- 
ment, Mr. Penney said. 

The new regulations would still 
allow for local codes to be adopted, but 
the process would be too time consum- 
ing and expensive to get anything 
approved, Mr. Penney said. 

“We could have kissed our water 
supply goodbye 10 years ago if we had 
to go through this 10 years ago,” Mr. 
Penney said. 


Legislative delay 

Despite next week’s deadline for 
public comment on the proposed new 
codes, they probably won’t go into 
effect any time soon. The protests 
resulted in three amendments being 
adopted in the Legislature last month. 

One amendment requires any 
change in the codes that would cause 
an expense to homeowners would need 
legislative approval. A second pro- 
hibits enforcement of the new regula- 
tions until a financial impact study has 
been completed that projects costs to 
individual citizens for upgrading. and 
replacing systems. The third prohibits 
use of the new regulations until the 
Department of Revenue completes an 
economic impact analysis on the

“There haven't been any changes in 
the program in the last four or five 
years,” said Lana Reuss, health teach- 
er at Doherty Middle School.

“Where we recognize that there are 
some religions or individuals who 
deem masturbation inappropriate,” we 
decided to eliminate the segment, said 
Ms. O’Brien. “We did it to respect par- 
ents’ values.” 

According to Ms. Reuss and Ms, 
O’Brien, they and Floyd McManus, 
principal of Doherty, decided to 
remove the segment after the issue was 
raised by parent Helen Taylor. 

“Tt was changed at the recommenda- 
tion of the principal (Mr. McManus) 
and the coordinator or director of 
health,” Ms. O'Brien, Dr. McQuillan. “T 
have to rely on my people to make the 
recommendation. 

“It’s not altering the program; it’s 
only a tiny piece,” he said. 

“T think it raised the issue that the

The sexuality education program at 
Doherty Middle School has received a 
good deal of attention due to concerns 
raised by Andover resident Helen Tay- 
lor, who has two children in the sixth 
grade there. 

Because of her concerns, a section 
on masturbation in the video “What's 
Happening to Me?” shown to the sixth- 
graders, has been edited out of the 
video. 

That decision, reportedly made by 
Brenda O’Brien, health coordinator for 
all schools, and Doherty Principal 
Floyd McManus, was supported by 
Superintendent Mark McQuillan and 
the School Committee Tuesday night. 
Tuesday’s decision means that the 
masturbation portion of the video will 
also be deleted from the video if it was 
shown at West Middle School. Princi- 
pal Sam Campbell and health teacher 
Sandra Lunt were unavailable for com-

Dr. McQuillan, that “he could see how 
this could be potentially offensive to a 
practicing Catholic, for example.” 

Dr. McQuillan said that there was 
no set policy for removing material 
from a course and said it was “a case 
by case issue. You don’t have the luxu- 
ry of having an issue so clean,” 

“T think what was done was a very 
thoughtful (decision). There was a 
careful thought process that went into 
it,” he said. 

School Committee members said 
they believe that Ms, Taylor and a few 
others from whom they received calls, 
represent a larger segment of the com- 
munity. 

“T think anyone who has kids, if 
they watched that one particular seg- 
ment would feel the same way,” said 
Andover resident Ben Streeter, a col- 
lege student, who found the segment on 
masturbation inappropriate for that 
age group. [See his letter to the editor on 
page 43.) “Trying to get these points 
across in an animated program doesn’t 
seem right. 

“But I don’t think just because we 
think that, the whole program should

be ditched,” he said. “I think it should 
be based on feedback from people who 
are directly related to the problem.”

Parents have the option to hold their 
children out of the sexuality education 
program. Ms. Taylor has stated that 


neither of her sixth-graders will take 
part in the program.

“1 believe that the decision was 
made because it’s not considered to be 
a necessary element of the curricu- 
lum,” said Dick Muller, committee 
member.

ally objectionable, the segment will be 
edited out because administrators 
believe some Andover parents could 
find it inappropriate. 

“But I guess I go back to the point 
that one video is not the whole sexuali- 
ty education program,” said Ms.

Sexuality education starts in the 
fifth grade in the Andover school sys- 
tem and is continued at the sixth- and 
eighth-grade levels in the middle 
schools.

The video 

“What’s Happening to Me?”, the 
video with the segment in question, is 
a cartoon feature used to address the 
questions of those entering puberty. 
The masturbation segment, which is 
just over a minute long, depicts a child 
under the covers in his or her bedroom 
at night. Two members of the Towns- 
man staff viewed this segment as well 
as the rest of the video. 

In her letter to the editor in last 
week’s paper discussing this video and 


another. video;.entitled “Headful-of,--bealth teacher, what.are-hung up are... 
Questions,” Ms. Taylor states that 


“masturbation is verbally explained 
and promoted.” 

Ms. O'Brien, the health coordinator 
for all schools, said she did not agree. 

“I think it does make the point that 
it’s not physically harmful,” she said. 

Ms. Taylor also states that “homo- 
sexuality is mentioned and receives a 
stamp of approval.” 

Ms. O’Brien and Ms. Reuss said that 
homosexuality is not addressed until 
the students reach high school. Ms. 
O’Brien said the program there looks 
at where sexual orientation comes 
from and whether it’s genetic or hor- 
monal. 

“T think we try to (teach) that there 
is a population or individuals who are 
homosexual,” she said. “And we do 
look at the issue of homophobia.” 
Pictures on the wall 

Perhaps the most shocking element 
of Ms. Taylor’s letter was her state- 
ment that “the children are then 
instructed to make a model of any sex 
organ (using construction paper) and 
these are later hung up in the class- 
room,” 

In fact, according to Ms. Reuss, the 


depictions of the entire male or female 


reproductive system for “probably 
about five minutes of the period. 

“There is a lesson on occasion I use 
when time permits in which (students) 
draw on construction paper a repro- 
ductive system. Their goal is to identi- 
fy the pathway of the sperm or a 
sperm, or of an egg,” said Ms. Reuss. 
“We tape them on the board and then 
we identify how accurate they are. 
When they leave we take them down.” 

“There’s no attempt to sensational- 
ize,” said Ms, O’Brien. “They can 
choose a level of participation that’s 
appropriate for them.” 

“Some kids dive in and take control 
of the whole thing. I don’t require that 
everyone has scissors in their hand or 
a pen or pencil,” said Ms. Reuss. “My 
role as a middle-school teacher is to 
reduce students’ anxieties. I certainly 
do not want to increase students’ anxi- 
eties.” 

The sexuality education program 
has not been changed substantially in 
four or five years, although there has 
been more education focusing on AIDS 
and sexual abuse. 

Mixed-gender classrooms

education are separated by gender. 
However, when students move into the 
middle school they are in mixed gen- 
der classes. 

“People want sex education in this 
town,” said Dick Muller, School Com- 
mittee member. “The only thing is, I’m 
not sure in the sixth grade it should 
necessarily be done coed.” 


“You have these people riding the 
bus together. If you don't deal with it 
in a coed fashion in a responsible 
way,” it will be more difficult to abol- 
ish myths, said Bill Huston, secretary 
of the School Committee. 

“One of our goals has always been 
communication,” said Ms. O’Brien. 


Classroom environment 

“T would stress the controlled set- 
ting,” said Ms. Reuss. “Kids make a lot 
of comments outside of here. 

“It’s a place where kids are taught 
respect and honesty, responsibility,” 
said Ms. Reuss. “If a kid is not follow- 
ing the basic rules of the classroom 
they're quickly and _ forcefully 
addressed.” 


Ms. Reuss said that students in her 
class know that they have to use appro- 
priate language, and have respect for 
others’ views and values. 


“Students are not forced to partici- 
pate,” said Ms. O’Brien. “Students 
know it’s a comfortable safe place.” 

“Safe is a key word. Because you 
know that’s not the way it is at recess 
or on the playground,” said Ms, Reuss. 


Age-appropriate education 

In addition to believing that mixed 
sex classes are appropriate, the health 
educators also believed they are offer- 
ing these programs at the appropriate 
age groups. 

‘Definitely, sixth grade is when kids 
are entering puberty and by eighth 
grade it’s in full swing,” said Ms. 
Reuss. 


“Our goal is to develop a program 
that is age appropriate,” said Ms. 
O’Brien.

do this. She said she had two students 
who were not in sexuality education 
last year out of the sixth and eighth 
grades. 

Materials are available at all schools 
for parents to learn how to talk to their 
children about what can be difficult 
sexuality issues. 

“We want to be in a partnership 
with parents,” said Ms. O’Brien. 


“The primary sexuality educators 
are their parents and always have been 
their parents and should be their par- 
ents,” said Ms. O’Brien. “We see kids - 
for a very short period of time.” 

Ms. Reuss said that students are 
encouraged to bring their materials 
home to discuss with their parents. 

“That kind of stuff is encouraged 
and it says it on the top of every home- 
work assignment,” said Ms. Reuss. 

“We are not working in a vacuum. 
We are professionals in the field,” said 
Ms. O'Brien. “We have tried to foster a 
strong working relationship within the 
school, with the community and the 
parents. 

“The bottom line is we want to 
develop life-enhancing choices,” she 
said. “We want healthy, responsible 
adults.” 


Leveling and ability grouping to stay essentially the same

Following months of discussion and 
a community forum, the School Com- 
mittee voted unanimously Tuesday 
night to approve the superintendent's 
recommendations, one of which was' to 
maintain the degree of ability grouping 
currently in place at all schools. 

Prior to the vote, Chairwoman 
Susan Dalton and Dick Muller, com- 
mittee member, questioned what the 
outcome and intention of other related 
recommendations would be. 

Mr. Muller wanted to be sure that 
the efforts to establish entrance and 
exit criteria would not significantly 
change the -way students are leveled, 


but would instead “formalize what 
we're doing anyway.” 

Ms. Dalton said that she wanted to 
be sure the large number of so-called 
average students would not be over- 
looked in the efforts. 

“T think we have to recognize, as I 
said, that there were a number of 
people concerned about achievement,” 
or having each student perform to the 
best of his or her individual ability, she 
said. 

“T think our role is ultimately a cog- 
nitive mission,” said Mark McQuillan, 
superintendent of schools. “We need to 
sound a call for recognizing excel- 
lence.” 


Specifically, the superintendent’s 
recommendations, as stated in a mem- 
orandum to the School Committee, are 
to enact the following: 


+ Maintain the current grouping 
strategies now in place in the elemen- 
tary-, middle- and high-school pro- 
grams. The balance achieved by these 
strategies appears to work satisfactori- 
ly and offers a blend of approaches 
appropriate for each level. 

» Re-analyze the efficacy of grouping 
strategies for mathematics sys- 
temwide. The suggestion that many 
students are not being fully challenged 


-in- mathematics may require different 


strategies — especially in grades 4-6. 

+ Conduct an analysis of the 
opportunities now available for accel- 
eration and enrichment in each cur- 
riculum area — noting the efficacy of 
these opportunities and their availabil- 
ity to parents and students. 

* Begin the process of refining * 
entrance and exit criteria for each 
course at Andover High School. Differ- 
ences among the four levels need to be 
clearly defined, and expectations clari- 
fied, heightened. 

+ Heighten expectations for all stu- 
dents by taking large steps, large and 
small, to emphasize the importance of 
academic achievement.

Here’s how he did it. He would go 
to the college for a nine-day residen- 
cy once every six months for the year 
and a half.

14-year-old: Sex 
ed was helpful 


Editor, Townsman: 

I am writing in response to a letter 
in last week’s issue from a concerned 
parent regarding the “Human Growth 
and Development” program offered to 
middle-school students as a part of 
their health education curriculum. I 
am 14 years old, a freshman in high 
school and I participated in the same 
course at Doherty Middle School in 
both sixth and eighth grades. 

I remember feeling embarrassed at 
first in the coed classes and equally 
confused about my physically and emo- 
tionally changing self. By sharing the 
learning experience with my familiar 
classmates, I felt more open about my 
sexuality, which has been extremely 
important in these crucial adolescent 
years, In addition to providing an 
atmosphere in which I, as a student, 
felt relaxed and able to share feelings 
with my classmates, I never felt pres- 
sured to speak and I had a complete 
right to “pass” if I felt uncomfortable 
in any situation. Also, I never felt in 
any way like the program encouraged 
me to become sexually active nor did it 
discourage abstinence. Rather, | found 


it simply answered all of my questions 
and helped me to become a more confi- 
dent and well-in formed individual. 

As for the parents’ concern about 
their children’s exposure to issues, 
such as masturbation, sexual prefer- 
ence and safe sexual practices (includ: 
ing explanations and promotion of the 
use of various contraceptives), it 
deeply concerns me that a parent wish- 
es their child ignorant of the existence 
of these important issues. I consider 
these feelings to be a dangerous form of 
denial and hold them primarily 
responsible for the upbringing of 
socially-unconscious human beings, 
ultimately breeding both fear and 
hatred. I can respect difference of val- 
ues and opinions, but when certain 
ideas become potentially harmful to 
oneself and/or others, I am no longer 
tolerant. 

I am very sorry that some parents ,

The recent vote of 
Andover’s Board of 
Selectmen to 
increase the tax clas- 
sification allocated 
to the commercial 
/industrial sector 
from 120 percent to 
135 percent must be a 
welcome Christmas 
present to all resi- 
dential taxpayers. To 
cope with the 
increased budget the 
residential sector 
will realize only a 7- 
percent increase in 
the tax rate as con- 
trasted with a 24-per- 
cent increase for 
commercial/indus- 
trial enterprises. 

Though Andover’s 
Main Street busi- 
nesses seem to be 
coming back to life, 
it must be remem- 
bered that the bulk 
of the commercial/ 
industrial revenues 
does not flow from 
Andover’s Main 
Street entrepreneurs 
but rather from its 
industrial base, now 
valued at 
$328,000,000. And of 
that value there is 
and has been for the 
last several years a 
vacancy rate of 
approximately 40 
percent. In the Shat- 
tuck Road complex 
alone there currently 
are 680,000-square- 
feet sitting idle, or a 
vacancy rate of 58 
percent. 

Of concern to this

writer are the limit- 
ed prospects for reoc- 
cupying this vacant 
space and the odds of 
attracting new 
industry to fill what 
appears to be an 
increasingly larger 
void. 


It is difficult to 
envision a prospec- 
tive owner or tenant 
seeking a location 
where one’s tax clas- 
sification differential 
is 35 percent higher 
than communities 
where tax classifica- 
tion is not recog- 
nized. 

When buildings — 
residential, commer- 
cial, industrial, or 
whatever - are sit- 
ting idle, it is diffi- 
cult to imagine that 
their values will 
increase. If vacancy 
rates increase, prop- 
erty values will 


decrease, as will the 
tax revenues to the 
town ... unless, of 
course, a new Board 
of Selectmen increas- 
es the tax differential 
in future years. 

As the policy of 
the current Board of 
Selectmen evolves 
away from the tradi- 


tional assessment 
formula of full and 
fair market value of 
all properties to a 
policy where one seg- 
ment of the commu- 
nity subsidizes 
another segment, the 
continuing health, 
prosperity, and well 
being of both ele- 


ments appears to be 
at risk. Hopefully 
this year’s Christ- 
mas present to the 
residential commu- 
nity will not come 
back to haunt us in 
future years.

all costs of supplying the ser-

\® Capital Improvement 


Two members of the Finance 
Committee told selectmen Mon- 
day night they would like to see 
some of the policies regarding 
the town’s Capital Improvement 
Program changed. 

The CIP is scheduled to be vot- 
ed on by selectmen at their meet- 
ing on Monday, Dec. 20. 

Don Robb, chairman of the 
FinCom, and Joanne Marden, 
FinCom member, said they had a 
problem with two of the CIP’s 


,, “Financial Goals and State- 


ments” regarding fiscal policies. 
One policy states that 2 percent 
of the annual budget should be 
set aside for an equipment- 
replacement and facilities-main- 
tenance fund. The other policy 
says the budget should set aside 
20 percent of annual new-growth 
property taxes to the capital pro- 


jects fund. 

The two FinCom members 
questioned what formula, if any, 
had been used to arrive at the 2 
percent figure. 

4 Selectmen said that the 2 per- 
cent figure was loosely based on 
the $800,000 the town was rou- 
tinely setting aside for municipal 
maintenance at the time the poli- 
cies for the CIP were set. Board 
members also said the figure was 
merely a goal, and that the use of 

the word “should” implied that it 


~ was not something that had to be 


strictly adhered to in, the budget

The idea of providing some 
money to maintenance of the 
infrastructure on an annual 
basis is intended to avoid emer- 
gency measures such as the $2.5 
million bond approved last year 
to make emergency repairs at 
West Blementary and other 
schools, according to board mem- 
bers and the town manager. 

“The notion was that there 
would be a portion that would be 
relatively predictable that we 
would use. It would vary, but 
this would be a goal we would 
shoot for on an annual basis,” 
Mr. Stapezynski said. 

Mr. Robb and Ms, Marden 
suggested a formula based on the 
town’s total assets might be more 
appropriate to use in deciding 
what percent of the town’s bud- 
get should be going to mainte- 
nance of, and investment in, the 
towns’ infrastructure. 

“What we would like to see is 
a measure that isn’t a percent of 
the budget,” Ms. Marden said. 
“fiven if this is just a goal, some- 
thing you’re aiming for, we’re 
saying this is aiming toward the 
wrong thing.” 

Using the general fund pro- 
vides a predictable standard, Mr. 
Stapezynski said. Mr. Torrisi 
said using some percent guaran- 
tees a predictable source of dol- 
lars and assures it doesn’t 
become so expensive or cut so 
deeply into the general budget 
that it runs into conflict with the 
operations budget. The thinking 
was that the CIP fund should 
bear the same kind of fluctuation 
that the rest of the budget does, 
according to Mr. Torrisi. 

“In the past, capital has tend- 
ed to give. The idea was that 
there should be a sharing,” Mr. 
Torrisi said. 

Selectman Larsen asked the 
town manager to look into what 
other municipalities use, and 
whether there is a formula based 
on the town’s assets that might 
be more appropriate to use. 

The two FinCom members 
suggested the policy to set aside 
20 percent of the new-growth tax- 
es for capital spending be simply 
thrown out for similar reasons. 

The FinCom also recom- 
mended: 

+ Including measures in the 
CIP that would protect against 
any large tax increases in any 
one year. 

« Rather than bonding for pro- 
jects such as sidewalk repairs, 
take the same amount of money 
that would have been used annu- 
ally to pay for the principal on 
those bonds, and use only that 
much for sidewalk repairs, there- 
by avoiding paying the interest 
on the a loan. 

» Using debt-exclusion funding 
for mandatory projects only,

roof or boiler, or buying a new fire truck, 
and not for expansion of programs, such as 
enlarging playing fields. 

* Putting program expansion proposals to 
an override vote. 

« Including projections on the impact pro- 
posed projects would have on future budgets. 
Board to consider grant proposals 

Selectmen are considering submitting a 
Community Action Statement to the state 
that would outline Andover residents’ goals 
and priorities in order to make the town eli- 
gible for certain state grants. 

The statement would outline the top five 
priorities of Andover’s citizens, information 
that could be garnered from the recent 
research board members did in formulating 
the town’s 21st Century vision statement. 
The most immediate reason for submitting 
the statement is that it would allow the 
Andover Housing Authority to apply for a 
grant that would be used to turn a part-time 
case-manager position into a full-time posi- 
tion. The statement would also make the 
town eligible to apply for a variety of other 
grants, according to Laura Hill, senior town 
planner. 


As an example, one grant that the town 
could consider applying for makes funds 
available to invest in blighted areas, and 
could be put to use on the old mill buildings 
along the Shawsheen River, Ms. Hill said. 
Submission of the statement is a prerequisite 
for applying for a variety of grants, Ms. Hill 
said. 

The town of Peabody, after submitting a 
Community Action Statement, obtained 
funds to turn an old fire house into a senior 
center. Plymouth funded a full-time case 
manager for its housing authority, which is 
what the Andover Housing Authority would 
like to do. 

Board members will decide whether to 
submit the Community Action Statement at 
their next meeting on Monday, Dec. 20. 


Tax classification committee stalled 

Selectman James Barenboim told his fel- 
low board members Monday night that no 
action has been taken to formulate a group to 
discuss revamping the town’s tax-classifica- 
tion policy and that no action would take 
place until after the first of the year. 

The board last week appointed Mr. Baren- 
boim and Selectman Larry Larsen as a sub- 
committee to form a group to study whether 
a better formula could be used to set 
Andover’s tax rate. Formulation of the group 
is a result of complaints from business own- 
ers regarding the town’s use of tax classifica- 
tion, which shifts the tax burden unequally 
between business and residential property 
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owners, in setting the rates. 


ConsCom gets new member 

Janet L. Smith, 32, of 2 Knollerest Drive, 
an environmental consultant at Arthur D. 
Little Inc., in Cambridge, was appointed a 
member of the Conservation Commission by 
selectmen Monday night. 

Ms. Smith was one of two finalists consid- 
ered for the position, according to Robert 
Pustell, ConsCom chairman. 

Ms. Smith said she is happy to have been 
chosen. 

“T’d like to get involved in the town, and 
it’s a field of interest of mine personally and 
professionally,” Ms. Little said Wednesday. 

She has been an Andover resident for 
three years. Before that she lived in Peabody 
and she is from Nashua, N.H. 

Ms. Smith will complete the term of Phil

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PA student spends a day with a Russian teen

“Where did you learn Russian?” Tolya 
asked with an incredulous smile after I greet- 
ed him in his native language. This was prob- 
ably the first time he had met an American 
teen-ager who speaks Russian. I spent the 
day with Tolya and his mother recently, 
when they visited a seventh-grade class at 
the Leonard School in Lawrence, 

Tolya Makayvich and his mother, Nadya, 
spent three weeks in Boston, having flown 
halfway around the world for medical treat- 
ment. Tolya and his family live in St. Peters- 
burg, Russia, where the medical system can- 
not fully accommodate Tolya’s hemophilia. 
The Firebird Foundation, organized by 
Suzanne Massie, an American, arranged 
sponsorship of Tolya's trip to Boston. This 
foundation seeks to help disabled Russians 
through combating prejudice against handi- 
capped people in Russia. For instance, Ms. 
Massie organized swimming lessons for 
young hemophiliacs at a local pool. 

Nadya explained to me that Russians tend 
to assume a disabled person or invalid sim- 
ply cannot do anything. They are not encour- 
aged to go to school, work or in any way lead 
normal lives. 

Tolya does not go to school in Russia 
because the day is too tiring for him and he 
cannot risk injury from physical contact 
among so many students. He and his mom 
were, therefore, very interested in American 
schools. Patty Nox and her seventh-grade 
class were excited to host Tolya and they 
called Wendy Bewig, my Russian teacher, 
when they realized they would need a trans- 
lator. Ms. Bewig invited me to go with her, 
but as soon as we got there, she told me that I

was in charge of translating. Armed with my 
two years of Russian study at Phillips Acade- 
my, I enthusiastically began listening to and 
repeating the conversations around me. 

In the morning the class took a field trip to 
Ipswich, to see Wolf Hollow. This sanctuary 
is the effort of an impassioned family of con- 
servationists to educate the public about 
wolves, their history and their dwindling 
numbers in North America. Fifty seventh- 
graders paid rapt attention as they watched 
the antics of 11 live wolves not five feet from 
our bench on the other side of the fence. My 
brain reeled hopelessly as I briefly consid- 
ered translating the intriguing lecture being 
presented, and finally settled on picking out 
several big ideas. Tolya told me later that he 
was more interested in watching the wolves 
than the lecture anyway. 

When we arrived back at school, Tolya 
finally had some time to spend talking with 
his American classmates. About 15 children 
sat in a circle with Tolya, Nadya and myself. 
At first the Americans wanted to know about 
hemophilia and why Tolya cannot go to 
school or play sports. Soon, however, the con- 
versation switched to video games and TV, 
words I didn’t even have to translate, Nadya 
wanted to know about the school day in 
America, subjects studied and the grading 
system, The Americans sighed with envy 
when they heard that the Russian school day 
starts at 9 a.m, 

The curiosity on both sides was genuine 
and the kids related to each other as equals 
rather than as aliens. When the Americans 
said they would not feel as comfortable in 
Russia as Tolya said he felt in America, 
Tolya taught everyone to say, “My name is 
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..”” in Russian. The day ended as 
Tolya and his new friends 
laughed and played with the 
class iguana. Because learning 
Russian language and culture is 


so important to me, I was proud 
to see other Americans as enthu- 
siastic as I am.

up the former cafeteria, a dingy school 
department storage room. He said he 
made “thousands” of trips through pas- 
sageway in the basement, called “the 
tunnel,” hauling trash to the dumpster. 

Then, having tidied up the site, he 
took to the roads in his truck to collect 
sale items from hundreds of Andover 
homes. 


“Tt was an amazing experience, like 
running K Mart and choosing what 
will sell,” he said.

The number of environmentally 
conscious consumers continues to 
grow and so with it do the sales of real 
Christmas trees. 

“As consumers show their prefer- 
ence for real, natural products, quality 
trees at various prices are attracting 
young families to the tradition of cele- 
brating Christmas with a real tree,” 
said Bordon Nanney, president of the 
National Christmas Tree Association. 

“Today, consumers are especially 
concerned with environmental issues. 
They understand that a real Christmas 
tree is naturally a recyclable, renew- 
able resource,” he said. 

“Whereas a real Christmas tree is 
naturally a recyclable, renewable 
resource, artificial trees are made of 
nonbiodegradable plastic and metal. ” 

According to Mr. Nanney there is a 
widespread misconception that natural 
resources are destroyed when real 
trees are cut.

“’No matter how smart your child 
is, the child is still a child.” 

So says toy expert Joanne Oppen- 
heim, who has spent her professional 
life watching children play, first as a 
preschool teacher and now publisher 
of the newsletter, the Oppenheim Toy 
Portfolio. 

Her advice to Santa’s helpers: Read 
the packaging and choose toys that are 
appropriate to the child’s age. 

“It’s best to err on the side of cau- 
tion.” she said. “Toys marked for chil- 
dren over 3 generally have small parts 
not suitable for younger children.” 

Manufacturers label toys based on 
an age group’s physical, mental and 
developmental needs, as well as safety. 

“If a person gives a toy that’s too 
simple or too advanced,” the Toy Man- 
ufacturers Association of America 
said, “the child may be frustrated. 
Remember: The purpose of toys is to 
have fun.” 

There are companies that pay atten- 
tion to how children play and what is 

safe and unsafe for them, at various 
ages. 

With challenging, age-appropriate 
toys, Ms. Oppenheim said, “Children 
develop real thinking skills. That’s 


quite different from a game machine or 


something that comes out of a box 
ready-made.” 

She evaluates hundreds of toys 
every year. Among her favorites are 
construction toys that develop imagi- 
‘ nation, dexterity and language, math

and problem-solving skills. 

When young children play with con- 
struction toys, they make up stories as 
they go along, she said. And they learn 
about math concepts as they decide 
whether they need more pieces or 
pieces of a different color. 

“They can see spatial relationships 
and put meaning behind those words. 
Young children don’t learn abstrac- 
tions first. First, they learn the real 
thing.” 

As children enter elementary 
school, “their building becomes more 
purposeful — they decide they’re going 
to build a bridge or a tower.” 

And by the time they're nine or 10, 
“kids want to create something they 
can display or play with. Construction 
toys give them that kind of satisfac- 
tion. 

“They require concentration and 
thought. That’s serious work for a 
young person.” 

Play, the experts say, is a child’s 
work.

Categorize. Necessary, expendable 
and unknown. Keep the first by placing 
each item in a proper location. Discard 
or donate the expendable items. Sort 
the unknown into either of the first 
two categories. 

Piling on. If you pile magazines on 
top of mail on top of phone messages 
on top of last week’s tuna sandwich, 
with everything sitting on a table or 
chair, move or get rid of the piece of 
furniture.

Establish command center. Find a 
location, most likely in the kitchen, for 
the communications center.

Proper cleaning tools. Choose the 
correct mops, brooms, cleaners, polish- 
es and place them in a handy location.

Delegate. If there are others in your 
household, assign tasks for the 
cleanup.

kin, slowly twist the bottle, not the 
cork. 

5. As a person turns the bottle, the 
pressure of the bubbles will start push- 
ing the cork out. Keep a firm grip on 
the cork and gently let it ease itself out. 
The cork should come out with a whis- 
per, not a loud pop. 

6. Serve in a flute glass and enjoy. 
Use a sparkling wine reclosure device 
to preserve more bubbles between 
servings or have some wine left over.

6¢ hy don t we just leave 
right now?” I said, “We 
can be there by morning if

mas visit this year to Grandma and 
Grandpa’s in Washington D.C., a sym- 
bol for me that Kira’s life had already 
changed immeasurably through her 
new status as the big sister; and over- 
whelming gratitude that the four of us 
were all safe, healthy and together, 
when I knew so many in the world 
‘were in danger, sick and lonely at that 
very moment. 

My husband, Joel, and I were snug- 
gling with the kids before bedtime. I 
thought of Kira missing Christmas 
with Grandma Rose and Grandpa Joe. I 


thought of Grandma and Grandpa who, 
despite the videotape we had mailed 
several hours before, would probably 
have to wait many months to get a live 
glimpse of their newest grandchild. I 
thought of that very first holiday sea- 
son after his son and I were married, 
when Grandpa Joe bought a Menorah 
so I could light the Hanukkah candles 
before we all went out to midnight 
Mass. 

“Why don’t we just drive down 
now?” I said to my dumbfounded hus- 
band one more time. And, stopping 
only to quickly throw a change of 
clothes for each of us and some toys for 
Kira into the car, we were off. We 
drove straight through. Much to my 
amazement, Kira was awake the entire 
time, excited beyond words that we 
were, in fact, going to see Grandma and 
Grandpa for Christmas, despite our 
having carefully prepared her for just 
the opposite for the past several weeks 
as we awaited Lea’s birth. Lea too was 
awake almost the entire trip (a fore- 
shadowing, I was later to realize, of 
countless early morning sleepless 
adventures to come).

As the family gathers around a bril- 
liantly-lit Christmas tree, see homes 
and stores aglow with beautiful lights 
and decorations or see pictures of the 
magnificent National Christmas Tree 
in Washington, D.C. all lit up; one 
might like to take a moment to think 
about where this bright Christmas cus- 
tom comes from. 

The lights on the Christmas tree, 
legend said, were the result of a bright 
idea by Martin Luther. Walking in the 
woods one winter evening, he saw 
starlight glimmering through the 
branches of an evergreen; he brought 
the tree home and trimmed it with can- 
dies so the whole family could enjoy 
the spectacle.

As for the National Christmas Tree, 
its light comes from what to many is a 
surprising source.

The Christmas trees are an example 
of how reclaimed coal mine land is 
returned to productive use across 
America. More than two million acres 
of mined land have been reclaimed by 
the U.S. coal industry since 1974.

How those red kettles became a tradition 


Here’s how the Salvation Army’s 
red kettles came to be such a familiar 
part of the holiday scene here and 
around the world. 

Then: In 1891, Salvation Army Cap- 
tain Joseph McFee resolved to provide 
free Christmas dinners to San Francis- 
co’s poor. But how would he pay for 
the food? His thoughts ran back to his 
days as a sailor in Liverpool, England. 
On the stage landing a cauldron called 
“Simpson’s Pot” took charitable dona- 
tions from passersby. 

With permission, the captain placed 
a similar pot at the Oakland ferry land- 
ing at the foot of Market Street. That 
Christmas 1,400 of the hungry were 
fed. 

By Christmas 1895, the kettle was 
used by 30 Salvation Army corps on 
the West Coast.

Preheat oven to 350°F. Combine 
cake mix, pudding, eggs, 1/2 cup of the 
rum, water, and oil in large mixing 
bowl. Using electric mixer, beat at low 
speed until moistened. Beat at medi- 
um speed 2 minutes. Stir in 1 cup of 
chocolate pieces. Pour batter into pre- 
pared greased 12-cup Bundt® pan or 
10-inch tube pan. Bake for about 40 
minutes until cake tests done. Cool. 
Invert on serving plate. 


In small saucepan, heat raspberry 
preserves and remaining 1/2 cup rum.

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Roasting a goose in clay cookery makes for a low-fat meal 


That traditional holiday treat, roast 
goose, can be tastier - and more health- 
ful — than ever this year. It depends on 
how it is cooked. 


Instead of the standard roasting pan, 
try a cooking method that goes back to 
ancient times: clay cookery. 


With a clay cooker, a person can 
make a whole meal in just one pot. 


Just soak the bottom and top in 
water for five to ten minutes, place all 
your food inside and cook in a 400-450 
degree oven. 


Meals are naturally low-fat because 
no frying is necessary and no addition- 
al oils are required in cooking. 


The steps for roasting a goose in a 
clay cooker are almost the same as the 
conventional method — the results, 
gourmets agree, are just better. 


Roast Goose 


1 ready-to-cook goose 
Juice of one lemon 
Salt and pepper to taste 


Prepare one cup of citrus stuffing for 
each pound of bird. 


Soak the top and bottom of the clay 
cookery in water for 5-10 minutes. 


Sprinkle the goose inside and out 
with lemon juice, salt and pepper. 


Fill the cavities of the bird with 
stuffing and truss the goose, tying the 
legs loosely to the tail. Prick the skin of 
the goose all over with a fork to allow 
the fat out. 


Place the goose in the clay pot, 
breast side up. Place the pan in a cold 
oven set at 425°F, Roast for 15-20 min- 
utes per pound, ready-to-cook weight. 


There is no need to baste the goose. 
After the first 45 minutes of cooking, 
lift the lid of the pot and remove ren 
dered fat with a turkey baster. 


Try to remove the fat, not the juices. 
Repeat at 20-30 minute intervals 
throughout cooking. 


If desired, remove the top from the 
clay pot about 15 minutes before the 
expected end of cooking time to speed 
last minute browning. (Remove earlier 
for extra crispy skin.) 


The goose is done when the leg joint 
moves easily when jiggled. 


Remove the clay pot from the oven 
and place on a mat or towel, not on a 
cold counter. Make gravy from the 
drippings in the pot. 


For added flavor in the gravy, stir in 
a little tart currant jelly. 


Holiday Citrus Stuffing 


for Goose 


One may prefer to substitute rice 
which will absorb less fat than bread. 


1/2 stick butter 

1/2 cup chopped onion 

1/2 cup chopped celery 

3 tangerines 

1/2 pound breadcrumbs 

1/2 pound chestnuts (1 cup cooked, 
peeled and chopped) 

1 tsp. poultry seasoning 

3 cups cooked rice 

1/2 cup chicken stock or orange 


juice 


Cook the onions and celery in the 
butter until soft. Peel the tangerines, 
cut the sections in half and remove the 
seeds. 

Combine all ingredients, mixing 
together lightly. Makes approximately 
8 cups.
